On  the  other  hand  there  is  no  flower  that  will  give  greater  returns  than 
the  Dahlia  when  just  treated  with  the  ordinary  care. 

By  following  a few  simple  instructions  you  are  assured  of  results  that  will 
delight  you. 

CAN  GOOD  DAHLIAS  BE  GROWN  SUITABLE  FOR  EXHIBITION  IN 
THE  MIDDLE  WEST  THAT  WILL  MEET  THE  APPROVAL 
OF  THE  CRITICAL  EYE? 

This  question  was  answered  in  a way  that  was  most  flattering  to  the  Dahlia 
enthusiasts  of  this  section.  During  the  recent  Dahlia  Show  held  at  the  Missouri 
Botanical  Garden, -which  was  scheduled  to  open  October  10th,  and  close  the  11th, 
but  on  account  of  the  interest  manifested  by  the  public  and  the  enthusiasm  shown 
toward  the  Dahlia  caused  the  officials  to  decide  to  continue  the  show  until  Saturday, 
the  13th.  When  this  date  arrived  the  blossoms  were  still  in  good  condition  and 
the  interest  of  the  public  increasing,  consequently  the  Show  was  continued  until 
Monday,  October  15th.  During  this  time  more  than  10,000  people  attended  the  Show. 
This  attendance  may  seem  Small  to  those  who  have  been  in  the  habit  of  attending 
the  large  shows  that  have  been  held  from  year  to  year  in  the  East  or  West,  but  to 
us  in  thd  Middle  West,  where  such  a show  was  just  an  experiment,  this  number  was 
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very  encouraging,  especially  when  the  following  facts  are  taken  into  consideration. 
Comparatively  only  a few  people  knew  anything  about  the  show  and  many  people 
that  heard  of  it  knew  nothing  of  a Dahlia  other  than  the  old  style  flower  that  is  so 
far  inferior  to  the  magnificent  Dahlia  of  today  and  therefore  did  not  have  suffi- 
cient interest  in  the  flower  to  cause  them  to  go  to  the  trouble  to  attend.  We  assure 
you  they  will  be  there  when  the  1924  show  is  staged.  As  to  whether  or  not  this 
show  was  a success  will  be  determined  by  the  fact  that  the  management  decided 
to  make  this  an  annual  affair. 

I am  sure  that  all  of  the  exhibitors,  both  Amateur  and  Commercial,  voice  our 
expressions  of  gratefulness  to  the  officials  of  the  Missouri  Botanical  Garden,  and 
the  American  Dahlia  Society  of  New  York  for  their  part  in  making  this  show 
such  a success.  Also  to  the  Honorable  Judges,  Messrs.  W.  A.  Manda,  South  Orange, 
N.  J.,  and  C.  Tonseth,  Portland,  Oregon,  Dahlia  experts  who  were  delegates  to  the 
convention  of  the  Florists ' Telegraph  Delivery  held  in  St.  Louis  at  the  time 
of  the  show. 

The  delegates  attended  the  show  in  a body  and  made  many  flattering  remarks. 

I am  most  sure  that  the  management  of  the  show  was  very  agreeably  sur- 
prised at  the  number  of  entries  that  were  made  and  the  class  of  blossoms  that 
were  staged. 

All  of  us  who  had  any  interest  in  the  show  were  highly  pleased  to  see  the 
interest  shown  by  the  many  exhibitors,  and  look  forward  to  the  1924  show  as  a 
great  improvement  over  the  last  one,  and  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  an 
invitation  to  all  Dahlia  enthusiasts  in  reach  of  St.  Louis  to  prepare  to  be  on  hand 
next  year  with  their  flowers  and  help  us  make  this  such  a show  that  will  really 
awaken  the  people  of  the  Middle  West  as  to  the  possibilities  of  the  Dahlia  with  us. 

Due  notice  will  be  given  later  by  the  officers  of  the  show  as  to  the  date.

1st  on  Collection  of  5 varities  6 blooms  to  a vase. 

1st  on  Best  General  Display  of  Dahlias  not  to  exceed  30  square  feet. 

And  the  Silver  Medal  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society  for  the  most  meritorious 
exhibit  in  the  commercial  section.  This  was  the  highest  award  offered.  Naturally 
we  feel  highly  honored  and  no  little  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  our  efforts  to 
awaken  an  interest  in  the  improved  varities  of  Dahlias  in  the  Middle  West  has 
met  with  a measure  of  success. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  those  that  attended  the  show  and  fair  to  ourselves 

to  state  that  all  of  the  flowers  exhibited  by  us  at  the  show  were  taken  from  the 

field  where  they  only  had  ordinary  care  and  no  artificial  watering  and  not  one  was 
grown  for  exhibition.  Anyone  with  the  same  varieties  can  grow  just  as  good  flowers 
and  better  than  those  we  had  on  display. 

DAHLIAS  CAN  BE  GROWN  IN  THE  CITY. 

Can  Dahlias  be  grown  successfully  in  the  crowded  yards  and  gardens  in  the 
city?  This  question  has  so  frequently  been  asked.  We  so  often  hear  visitors  at 
our  farm  say  Dahlias  must  have  plenty  of  room,  you  cannot  grow  them  in  the 

crowded  city  like  they  are  grown  out  on  the  farm.  It  is  due  the  Dahlia  that  we 

give  a little  time  and  space  to  this  question.  It  will  be  interesting  to  know  that  of 
the  25  awards  given  in  the  amateur  section,  13  were  won  by  parties  living  in  the 
crowded  part  of  the  city  and  grown  in  their  yards,  and  believe  me,  some  of  these 
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flowers  were  of  such  quality  and  proportions  as  to  cause  the  most  critical  to  sit 
up  and  take  notice. 

I visited  a friend  living  in  the  3900  block  on  West  Bell,  St.  Louis,  Missouri  to 
whom  we  had-  sold  some  of  our  bulbs  and  was  delighted  to  see  the  display  of  flowers. 
In  his  front  yard,  he  had  one  plant  of  Queen  Victoria  that  was  more  than  7 feet 
high  and  looked  to  me  like  it  had  a wagon  load  of  flowers  on  it.  I positively 
never  saw  as  many  good  flowers  on  one  plant,  so  with  these  facts  before  us 
we  can  assure  the  most  skeptical  on  this  question  that  the  Dahlia  will  succeed  to 
a marvelous  degree  in  any  location  and  in  all  kinds  of  soil,  just  see  that  they 
have  a reasonable  amount  of  sunshine  and  that  large  shrubbery  and  trees  do  not 
rob  them  of  their  moisture. 

May  we  wish  you  the  most  prosperous  year  you  have  ever  had,  and  the 
most  beautiful  flowers  you  ever  saw.

The  Missouri  Dahlia  Farm  was  awarded  1 7 of  these  including 
the  Silver  Medal  of  The  American  Dahlia  Society  of  New  York,  for 
the  best  general  display  of  Dahlias. 
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GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 


FIRST  OF  ALL — Do  not  delay  in  mak- 
ing out  your  order  and  getting  it  to  us 
as  early  as  possible.  Many  varieties  will 
be  exhausted  early  in  the  season.  A de- 
lay may  mean  a disappointment. 

USE  THE  ORDER  BLANK — Be  sure 
to  fill  in  all  the  blanks,  giving  full  name 
and  address  plainly.  So  frequently  we 
get  orders  that  are  indeed  a puzzle,  most 
impossible  to  make  out  the  name,  some 
with  no  address  at  all.  Save  time  by 
being  careful. 

REMITTANCE — Remittance  should  ac- 
company the  order.  Where  bulbs  are  to 
be  sent  C.  O.  D.  % the  amount  should 
accompany  the  order. 

You  may  remit  any  way  convenient 
to  yourself.  Make  checks  payable  to 
Missouri  Dahlia  Farm.  If  your  order 
amounts  to  less  than  $1.00  you  may  send 
stamps,  one  or  two  cent  denominations. 

HOW  TO  TREAT  BULBS  ON  RE- 
CEIVING THEM—  When  you  receive 
the  bulbs,  if  you  are  not  ready  to  plant, 


open  up  the  package,  place  them  in  a 
box  covering  them  with  soil  or  sand  to 
keep  them  from  drying  out.  Do  not  keep 
too  moist,  neither  do  they  want  to  shrivel. 
Keep  them  away  from  furnace  heat  and 
from  sun. 

The  better  way  is  to  have  your  bulbs 
sent  about  the  time  for  planting. 

We  ship  from  May  15th  to  June  1st, 
unless  otherwise  instructed.  Will  ship  as 
you  direct. 

SIZE  OF  THE  BULBS— Many  varie- 
ties never  make  large  bulbs,  therefore 
some  bulbs  may  be  small.  However,  this 
makes  no  difference  as  a small  bulb  with 
a good  eye  is  just  as  good  as)  a large  one. 

We  always  send  out  the  best  bulbs 
possible. 

GUARANTEE 

We  guarantee  every  bulb  sent  out  to 
be  true  to  description  and  to  be  in  a 
healthy  condition  with  at  least  one  eye 
and  no  broken  necks.  Further  than  this 
we  do  not  obligate  ourselves. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


PREPARING  THE  SOIL— If  possible 
the  ground  should  be  spaded  or  plowed 
deep  in  the  Fall.  Some  growers  spade 
their  ground  two  spades  deep.  In  Spring 
the  ground  should  be  worked  again  and 
if  it  is  worked  several  times,  so  much  the 
better.  If  the  ground  is  poor  well  rotted 
stable  manure  will  be  of  benefit,  from  the 
cow  stable  is  preferable.  If  this  is  not 
convenient  pulverized  sheep  manure  is 
excellent  and  easily  handled.  A liberal 
amount  broad  casted  and  worked  in  the 
soil  before  planting  will  prove  beneficial. 

When  the  bulb  is  planted  and  covered 
with  an  inch  or  so  of  soil  a 4 inch  pot 
full  of  sheep  manure  sprinkled  over  the 
top  and  the  remainder  of  the  soil  placed 
over  the  bulb  will  prove  an  excellent 
booster. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT— A common  mis- 
take is  to  plant  too  early.  From  May 
15th  to  June  15th  is  an  ideal  time  to 
plant.  We  have  planted  as  late  as  Aug- 
ust 1st  and  had  excellent  results. 

When  planting  is  done  too  early  the 
plant  makes  a rank  growth  in  the  early 
season  and  about  the  time  buds  begin  to 
form,  hot,  dry  weather  comes  along  and 
hardens  the  wood  and  blasts  the  flowers. 
Dahlias  must  have  tender  wood  to  pro- 


duce good  flowers. 

When  early  planting  is  done  and  hot, 
dry  weather  catches  the  plant  in  July  or 
August,  cut  it  back  near  the  ground  and 
allow  it  to  throw  out  new  wood. 

HOW  TO  PLANT — For  the  best  results 
to  get  the  finest  flowers  they  should  be 
given  plenty  of  room,  rows  4 feet  apart 
and  plants  3*4  feet  apart  in  the  rows  is 
none  too  much  room.  Some  give  more, 
where  space  is  plentiful.  They  may  be 
planted  much  closer  than  this  with  good 
results.  In  the  fields  where  grown  for 
bulbs  alone,  we  make  our  rows  about  3 
feet  apart  and  the  Dahlias  about  1 foot 
apart  in  the  rows.  These  make  a won- 
derful display  of  flowers. 

Open  the  ground  to  about  the  depth  of 
6 inches,  lay  the  bulb  flat  with  the  eye 
up,  never  stand  the  bulb  on  end.  Cover 
with  loose  soil. 

STAKING — All  tall  growing  varieties 
should  have  stakes.  A good  plan  is  to 
place  the  stake  after  the  opening  has 
been  made  in  the  ground  where  the  bulb 
is  to  be  laid.  A stake  6 feet  long  is 
usually  sufficient.  In  many  instances  4 
foot  stakes  are  sufficient,  according  to 
the  height  of  the  flower.  Drive  your  stake 
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securely,  place  the  bulb  with  eye  toward 
the  stake  about  2 inches  from  it. 

After  the  plant  is  sufficiently  high  be- 
gin tying,  but  do  not  draw  the  stem 
too  close  to  the  stake. 

TREATMENT  OF  THE  PLANT— In 

case  more  sprouts  than  one  appears  re- 
move all  but  the  strongest,  just  let  one 
grow.  When  the  plant  has  formed  about 
3 sets  of  leaves  pinch  the  top  out.  This 
will  cause  the  plant  to  throw  out  laterals, 
making  a more  compact  bush.  When 
these  laterals  begin  forming  buds,  if 
specimen  blossoms  are  wanted,  one  bud 
only  should  be  allowed  to  remain,  other- 
wise the  center  bud  of  the  lateral  may 
be  removed  and  the  branches  of  the  lat- 
erals allowed  to  form  the  flowers.  These 
should  be  disbudded  to  get  the  best  re- 
sults. All  flowers  should  be  removed 
when  they  have  spent  themselves. 

CULTIVATION — This  should  be  done 
thoroughly  and  frequently.  Persistent 
use  of  the  hoe  or  plow  will  off-set  much 
dry  weather.  We  begin  plowing  just  as 
soon  as  we  can  follow  the  rows  and  keep 
it  up  as  long  as  we  can  get  between  the 
plants.  Care  should  be  taken  to  not 
stir  the  ground  too  deep  near  the  plant 
lest  the  bulbs  be  disturbed  and  damage 
done.  After  the  plants  begin  blooming 
special  care  should  be  taken  not  to  dis- 
turb the  plant. 

WATERING — As  a rule  there  is  suf- 
ficient moisture  to  take  care  of  the  plant 
in  its  early  stages.  When  dry,  hot 
weather  sets  in  it  is  well  to  begin  water- 
ing. A good  plan  is  to  open  a basin  about 
the  plant  large  enough  to  hold  2 or  3 
pails  of  water  far  enough  away  to  not 
disturb  the  roots.  Fill  this  with  water 
and  after  it  is  soaked  in  draw  the  dirt 


back  into  place  again.  If  a hose  is 
available  a thorough  soaking  of  the  foli- 
age is  a benefit,  in  addition  to  the  water- 
ing of  the  roots.  The  watering  should 
be  done  about  twice  a week.  This  should 
be  kept  up  until  fall  rains  come,  or  be- 
tween rains.  If  an  overhead  watering 
system  is  available  this  may  be  used  once 
or  twice  a week  but  should  be  done  thor- 
ough so  that  the  ground  is  well  soaked. 
The  ground  should  be  stirred  after  each 
watering  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  sufficiently 
dried  to  permit  being  worked,  but  under 
no  circumstances  should  the  ground  be 
worked  while  wet.  We  do  no  watering 
at  all  except  perhaps  on  a few  specimen 
plants  and  we  have  not  failed  to  have 
a fair  crop  of  blooms  in  the  last  16 
years. 

WHY  DO  I GET  SUCH  LARGE 
BUSHES  AND  NO  FLOWERS?— This 
question  frequently  is  asked.  There  are 
three  main  reasons. 

First — Most  people  plant  too  early 
and  rank  growth  is  made  before  hot 
wTeather  comes,  causing  the  wood  to 
harden  and  to  produce  inferior  flowers, 
if  any  at  all.  Rather  plant  July  1st  than 
May  1st. 

Second — Some  people  plant  the  entire 
clump  and  let  all  of  the  sprouts  grow 
that  will  and  therefore  get  plenty  of  foli- 
age and  few  flowers.  One  sound  bulb, 
though  it  be  small,  with  a good  eye  is 
better  than  a large  clump  with  many  eyes. 

Third — Some  just  dig  a hole  and  put 
the  bulb  in  and  pay  no  more  attention 
to  it  and  expect  to  get  flowers.  You 
would  not  get  potatoes  or  beans  that 
way  neither  will  you  get  flowers.  A 
thorough  working  of  the  soil  before  plant- 
ing is  of  the  greatest  benefit.  An  oc- 
casional stirring  of  the  soil  is  of  no  little 
value. 


COLOR  VARIATIONS. 

Please  note  that  many  things  may  cause  the  color  of  the  flower  to  vary,  such  as 
hot,  dry  weather  compared  to  cool,  moist  weather,  loose,  pliable  soil  compared  to 
heavy,  sticky  soil  and  poor  soil  compared  to  rich  soil.  Often  times  these  different 
conditions  cause  the  color  of  the  flower  to  vary  considerably  with  one  party  com- 
pared to  the  same  flower  with  another  party  and  also  one  year  compared  with  another 
with  the  same  parties. 

HARVESTING  AND  STORING  THE  BULBS. 

When  the  frost  has  killed  the  plant,  it  should  be  cut  down,  then  at  leisure,  before 
the  ground  freezes,  the  bulbs  should  be  dug,  care  taken  to  not  break  the  bulbs  from 
the  clump.  A bulb  broken  off  of  the  stock  is  of  no  use.  After  they  have  dried  off 
for  an  hour  or  two  the  soil  should  be  removed  and  the  clump  packed  in  a box,  barrel, 
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or  bin,  covered  with  shavings,  sand,  or  dry  soil.  If  there  is  heat  in  the  basement  or 
where  the  bulbs  are  kept,  care  should  be  taken  to  cover  them  well  with  soil  or  sand 
to  prevent  their  drying  out. 

A good  plan  is  to  take  a box  or  barrel,  place  soil  in  the  bottom,  carefully  lay 
clumps  upside  down  to  within  a few  inches  of  the  top  and  fill  in  with  dry  dirt  or 
sand,  letting  same  fill  in  around  the  roots. 

DIVIDING  THE  CLUMP. 

Do  not  plant  as  dug. 

In  the  Spring  when  planting  time  comes  divide  to  one  or  two  roots  to  a plant, 
being  sure  to  have  at  least  one  eye  to  each  plant. 

One  sound  root  with  an  eye  is  sufficient,  remember  the  eye  does  not  come  down 
on  the  root  but  where  it  joins  the  old  stock. 

SEEDLINGS. 

Last  year  we  grew  about  1000  plants  from  seed  (these  were  specially  selected 
seed)  and  had  some  very  fine  flowers.  A display  of  a few  of  these  at  the  Dahlia  Show 
last  Fall,  at  the  Missouri  Botanical  Garden  attracted  the  attention  of  most  every  one 
and  proved  to  be  of  very  great  interest  to  all  that  attended.  We  were  awarded  1st 
and  2nd  prizes  on  our  seedlings. 

We  had  many  inquiries  regarding  these,  but  of  course  will  not  offer  any  of  the 
bulbs  until  they  have  been  thoroughly  established  which  will  take  3 years.  There 
are  a few  of  these  that  will  be  heard  from  later. 

Many  visitors  last  year  enjoyed  very  much  going  through  these  seedlings. 

Our  planting  of  these  this  year  will  be  large. 

NOTICE. 

A word  regarding  the  varieties  of  Dahlias  that  we  list. 

In  submitting  for  your  consideration  these  varieties. 

We  do  not  claim  to  have  all  of  the  best  to  be  had  but  we  do  feel  that  we  have  a 
fairly  good  collection  of  varieties  to  select  from.  There  are  many  of  the  old  varieties 
that  are  especially  worthy  of  first  place  in  many  catalogues  that  pass  them  over  with 
perhaps  a mere  mentioning  of  them  and  give  the  prominence  they  deserve  to  newer 
varieties  of  less  merit. 

You  will  note  that  in  our  catalogue  we  have  given  prominent  place  to  some!  of 
the  old  varieties.  We  have  done  so  because  we  have  grown  them  for'  several  years 
and  have  found  them  very  satisfactory.  Have  tried  out  many  new  varieties  designed 
to  take  their  place  but  with  us  they  have  not  stood  the  test  and  the  old  variety  re- 
mains at  the  head  when  it  comes  to  quality  of  flowers,  profusness  of  blooming  and 
ability  to  stand  the  hardships  of  an  unfavorable  season. 

Many  of  these  forgotten  varieties  have  produced  marvelously  in  unfavorable  sea- 
sons when  many  others  that  are  supposed  to  be  better  have  proven  total  failures. 

After  all  we  are  looking  for  the  varieties  that  will  not  fail  us  in  seasons  that 
are  not  ordinarily  encouraging  for  the  Dahlia.  In  most  cases  we  have  a large  stock 
of  these  varieties  and  are  able  to  furnish  them  in  large  quantities.  We  have  many 
varieties  in  small  numbers  that  we  have  not  listed  and  are  in  touch  with  all  of  the 
Dahlia  specialists  all  over  the  country  so  can  likely  procure  for  you  anything  to  be 
had  that  you  may  desire  that  we  do  not  list.  In  such  ease  give  us  ample  time  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  other  party. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE. 

A further  word  of  explanation  regarding  the  varieties  we  offer  and  their  de- 
scriptions. Many  of  the  descriptions  are  those  given  by  the  introducers.  With  the 
exception  of  a few  new  varieties  all  have  been  tried  out  on  our  farm  and  proven 
to  have  merits  in  this  locality.
